WHEN HARRISON FORD 

took off from Santa 
Monica Airport in his 
WWII vintage plane on 
March 5, the setting was 
picture-perfect for one 
of the movie star pilot’s 
cherished scenic after- 
noon getaways: cloud- 
less blue sky, scant wind 
and panoramic views of 
the Pacific below. But 
when engine trouble 
forced the 72-year-old 
Star Wars actor into an 
emergency crash land- 
ing in a densely popu- 
lated area of L.A., the 
scene seemed plucked 
straight from one 
of Ford’s action 
movies. “I saw a 
plane descending 
as I was running, 
and then I heard a 
‘boom’ when it

Ford expertly 
guided the 
struggling plane 
onto a nearby golf 
course, clipping a 
tree and coming 
down hard on the 
No. 8 tee. Visibly 
stunned and 
covered in blood 
from a five- to six- 
inch gash in his 
scalp about the 

“size of a pancake,” as an eyewitness 
on the scene told People, Ford was 
rushed to a nearby hospital. 

Immediately, Ford's wife, actress 
Calista Flockhart, 50, raced to the 
hospital, arriving just after the 
ambulance. Over the next few days, 
she left only to take care of their 
14-year-old son Liam. “Calista spent 
most of the weekend by Harrison's 
side,'' says a source. “She arrived 
early every morning and returned 
home late every night. She was under stress.' 
Those who know Flockhart and Ford, who 
wed in 2010 after more than eight years 
together, aren't surprised by the dedication 
and paint the once-unlikely duo as one of 
Hollywood's most enduring love stories. 
“They routinely go everywhere together as 
a couple,'' says a source who knows them 
socially. “Despite his enormous fame and 


their age difference, they are a 
tight, superloving, down-to- 
earth family. Flying is something 
they've shared. This whole 
thing must be terrifying.'' 

While Ford's publicist said his 
injuries, which reportedly include 
a broken pelvis, “are not life 
threatening,'' it remains unclear 
when Ford will be able to leave 
the hospital. What is certain? It's 
unlikely he'll hang up his pilot 
wings anytime soon. “[Flying is] where I feel 
engaged and comfortable and free,'' the actor 
told People in 1998. As for Flockhart, she's 
grown to share his passion. “Calista likes the 
process, she likes what she sees from the air, 
she likes seeing me happy” Ford has told 
People. “I think a lot of it has to do with that 
she loves to see me doing something I love.”

BREAKS DOWN THE CRASH 

Ford’s crash landing has in fact helped solidify his status 
as a respected pilot. “Harrison did everything perfectly,” 
aviation expert Rick Dake says of how Ford handled his 
plane’s apparent engine failure. In World War II, “a lot of 
new pilots crashed that [same model of] airplane. If the 
engine stopped, the plane would want to flip over on its 
back. Harrison Ford made a 180-degree turn with the 
engine seizing up on him. That alone is testament to the 
great ability he had.” Dake suspects the actor made a 
calculated decision to attempt to land on the golf course. 
(Locals have protested how close the airport is to houses.) 
“He was able to keep that plane away from the houses and 
land it with the least impact on the community,” he says. 
“He was doing exactly what an excellent aviator would do.”

Endometriosis is an isolating disease because people 
don’t want to talk about it. It is something deeply pri- 
vate and personal. I have always displayed symptoms of 
endometriosis, which is when the uterine lining cannot be 
expelled with a woman’s period and grows outside the uterus. In high 
school, the symptoms— bloating, cramping, severe pain in the abdomen 
area— were strong enough to keep me home from school several days a 
month. I missed a week of my life every month for 23 years. When 
I was finally diagnosed at 36, 1 had surgery which removed the excess tissue 
that had taken over my womb and wrapped itself like a tourniquet around 
my intestines. This is one of the leading causes of infertility in women. 

At 38, 1 was told that I would never have children naturally and had only a 
1 0- to 1 5-percent chance with in vitro. When you’re staring down 
the barrel of your 40th birthday and hear you can’t have kids because 
this disease went undiagnosed for so many years, it’s devastating. It 
galvanized me to start the Endometriosis Foundation of America. Our 
goal is to raise awareness so that no young girl has to wonder what is 
wrong with her like I did for all those years. My daughter Krishna [now 5] 
was a miracle. I want her and all women to know their body is theirs to 
take care of. We need to be proactive about our health and not accept 
that a disease should just be accommodated. —REPORTED BY LIZ McNElL

to give Rachel everything in the world.” 

It came at a staggering price. Wozniak, 
now 31, is in Orange County jail facing 
trial in the upcoming months on two 
counts of felony murder in the May 2010 
deaths of his neighbor Samuel Herr, 26, 
an Afghanistan war veteran, and Juri 
“Julie” Kibuishi, 23, a college student 
studying fashion. (His former fiancee, 
Buffett, 27, has been charged as an acces- 
sory after the fact but is free on bond and 
denies any involvement.) Police zeroed 
in on Wozniak after he pocketed money 
from Herr's bank account and arrested 
him at his bachelor party just two days 
before the wedding. “Pm crazy and I did 
it,” he confessed to police. “He was a 
financial mess,” said Det. Michael 
Delgadillo, according to grand jury tes- 
timony. “He had no way of paying for 
the wedding or the honeymoon. He 
wanted to go on a cruise, and he had no 
way of paying for it.” 


A LOCAL THEATER STAR, DANIEL 
WOZNIAK CONFESSED TO A GRISLY 
DOUBLE HOMICIDE-AND COPS SAY 
WEDDING BILLS WERE THE MOTIVE 


D aniel Wozniak had a lot 
to celebrate: The well- 
known Costa Mesa, Calif., 
theater actor was getting 
married in a little more 
than a week, and he and his beautiful 
actress fiancee, Rachel Buffett, had both 
scored lead roles in a local production 
of the musical Mne. But underneath his 
joyful, charismatic facade, Wozniak 
was hiding secrets that quickly turned 
deadly. On the verge of being evicted 
from his apartment and without the 
money he needed for his wedding or 
honeymoon, police say, an increasingly 
desperate Wozniak carried out a shock- 
ing get-rich-quick scheme that ended 
in a brutal double homicide. “I didn't 
think he was capable of this,” says a 
longtime friend of Wozniak's. “Then 
again, anyone is capable of anything 
when your life is crashing around you. 
I think he felt his was. And he wanted

He was an actor who “had per- 
forming under his belt,” former pal 
Alex Syiek says of Wozniak (after 
his 2010 arrest).

Herr '‘was a guy people liked having around,” says his friend Larry Gonzales. 
"He had your back. He was always joking.” Kibuishi "wasthe loveliest girl,” 
says her friend Alison Dambach. "She always had a smile and was so full of life.” 


According to court documents, the 
groom-to-be lured his neighbor Herr— 
who had amassed some $50,000 in 
combat-pay savings— into the attic of an 
empty theater on the Joint Forces 
Training Base in Los Alamitos, Calif., 
where he fatally shot him twice in the 
head with a .38-cal. semiautomatic pis- 
tol he'd stolen from his father's home. 
Astonishingly, Wozniak then hit the 
stage as scheduled in Nine. “People 
really did genuinely love him— he was 
the life of the party," says 
Debbie Guajardo, who 
caught his performance 
the week of the murders. 

“He was happy. Every- 
thing seemed great." 

Following the show, 

Wozniak lured Kibuishi 
to Herr's apartment by 
posing as Herr via texts 
from the dead man's 
phone. When she arrived, Wozniak 
fatally shot her twice in the head with 
the same pistol and posed her body in 
an attempt to frame Herr. “He said he 
tried to orchestrate it to try to make it 
look like it was Sam who had [killed 
Julie] out of a rage of jealousy," Del- 
gadillo testified. To complete the scene, 
Wozniak returned to the theater attic 
and meticulously dismembered Herr's 
body, scattering the pieces throughout 
El Dorado Nature Center in Long Beach. 

That the charismatic Wozniak could 
commit a crime so gruesome has 


stunned all who knew him. “He always 
made you laugh, and you could 
always talk to him," says his friend 
Janelle Mortensen. A film buff who 
grew up in a middle-class home in Long 
Beach, he was eager to include his 
friends in his wedding day, says 
Mortensen, who received an invitation: 
“He was so excited." 

Friends and family of Herr and 
Kibuishi say both were known to offer 
help to pals in need— making them 
unwitting prey in Woz- 
niak's murderous plan. 
“Sam saved every penny 
during deployment," says 
his dad, Steve. His late son, 
he adds, “would give you 
the shirt off his back." 
Similarly, loved ones 
describe Kibuishi as a nur- 
turer who had been tutor- 
ing Herr in his community 
college courses. “She was the one who 
always took care of everyone," says her 
mom, June. “She always wanted to do 
things for others." 

As the court date continues to face 
delays, leading to mounting frustration 
for the victims' families, those who 
knew Wozniak remain baffled. “Who 
was the real Dan?" asks Guajardo. “He 
was a great actor, because he sure had 
all of us fooled."

"On my good 
days I feel fatigued,” says 
Christy, who has lost much 
of her long brown hair to 
chemo. "On my bad days I'm 
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bedridden with headaches.” While one- 
shot radiation reduced the size other 
brain tumors, Dr. Karo Arzoo, her 
hematologist/oncologist at UCLA, says 
''there is currently no cure” for her lung 
cancer, and she is ineligible for most 
clinical trials. For now, he says, the plan 
is for chemotherapy every three weeks. 
For how long? "Until it stops working 
or the side effects become intolerable.” 
Going public about their battle was not 
an easy decision for mother or daugh- 
ter. Before she spoke with People, 
Christy had told only a handful of fam- 
ily members, friends and coworkers 
about her illness. Bailey, a college soph- 
omore who works full-time at a pet 
store, is so painfully shy "she's taking a 
speech class ONLINE,” Christy says, 
laughing. Bailey teases her mom for 
being as chatty as she is quiet. "She'll 
talk to you forever!” Of the cancer, Bai- 
ley says, "I barely talk about it, let alone 
with people I don't know.” 

The two have always been inseparable. 
Christy, who is twice divorced and raised 
Bailey mostly as a single mom, went to 
law school while working as a cop. She 
got permission to take Bailey, then 6, to 
class with her one semester because Bai- 
ley was having separation anxiety. 
"She came with her blankie, coloring 
books and a mini video player— with 
headphones— for her Disney movies,” 
recalls Christy, smiling at the memory. 
"She sat under the table, hanging on to 
my pant leg. She's always come first.” 

Christy was thriving as a partner in a 
law firm when, one morning last June, 
she found she couldn't understand 
words in the legal documents she was 
reading. After a series of tests, she got 
the diagnosis: stage 4 lung adenocarci- 
noma with a prognosis of less than six 
months— agrim timeline she has beaten. 
Not yet in need of in-home care, she has 
a close circle of relatives and friends who 
check in with her daily. She is deter- 
mined to stay alive until Bailey's 21st 
birthday on June 23: They have been 
planning a trip to the Atlantis resort in 
the Bahamas along with other close 
family. "To have her there would mean 
everything to me,” Bailey says. 

Before then, Christy is focused on 
making progress in her right-to-die 


campaign, with help from Compassion 
8c Choices, with which she's partnered 
(and which also worked with May- 
nard). She knows it won't be easy. "Our 
concern,” says Marilyn Golden, a 
spokeswoman for Californians Against 
Assisted Suicide, "is not for the people 
who would willingly use this but for the 
many who would be endangered with- 
out their consent by such a law.” 


If right-to-die legislation doesn't 
come in time for her, "I won't break the 
law,” Christy says. "Fve spent my 
entire career upholding it.” But she's 
hoping that on July 1, after that birth- 
day trip to the Bahamas, she can end 
her life in her own bed with her daugh- 
ter holding her hand. "That was our 
plan,” she says. "It's an injustice that I 
can't die the way I want to.” •
